Fear GOD. Honour the KING, 


T O fear, in the Language of 
the Scripture, is to reverence 
and. adore the Majeſty of 
Heaven, to approach the Throne of 
Grace with Humility, and to worſhip 
the eternal God with true and unaf- 
fected Holineſs ; ro magnify his glo- 
rious Name with Sanctity of Devo- 
tion, and Purity of Religion, To 
fear, does not imply a Faintneſs of. 
Spirit, or a cowardly Timidity ; on 
the contrary, it is to have the molt 
awful Conception of the eternal At- 
tributes of the eternal Deity, and 
the moſt elevated and exalted Notions 
ol the tranſcendent Magnitude and 
Plenitude of the Almighty: So that 
to fear, is to adgge his Wiſdom, to 

. - "Fo 
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extol his Goodneſs, to admire his 
Juſtice, and above all, to celebrate his 
Mercy; to be ready, on all Occa- 
ſions, to acknowledge the Infinity 
of his Works, and to behold, with 
Admiration, the ſurprizing Effects 
of the creative Faculty : How he 
watereth the Hills from above, and the 
Earth is ſatisfied with the Fruits of his 
Works : How he cauſeth the Graſs to 
grow for the Cattle, and Herbs for the 
Serwice of Man, To fear, is to be 
obedient to the Commands of our 
Creator, and to violate none of his 
ſacred Injunctions; it is to ſpiritualize 
our Thoughts, to rectify our Lives, 
to moralize our Actions, and to cor- 
rect every ſour Humour, which might 
break our into Irruptions of Difor- 
der, which have a Propenſity to Sin; 
it is implicitly to obey the Laws of 
the ſovereign Law-giver, and to act 
according to the ſtrict Rules of Pru- 
dence and Diſcretion ; and not to en- 
gage ourſelves in any thing, however 

„ ö ſeemingly

ſeemingly beneficial, which oppoſes 
the Divine Will; it is to thwart 
every accidental Intention to Immo- 
rality, every preſſing Circumſtance 
to Vice. To fear, is to have the 
abſolute Command of our Paſhons, 
our Sentiments, and Reſolutions ; 
it is to have a Conſcience void of 
Offence; it is to demean ourſelves 
in our own Opinions; it is to guard 
the Doors of our Lips, the Avenues 
of our Souls, that we offend not in 
our Tongues ; it is to do double Duty 
when Occaſion requires our molt 
zealous Endeavours to ſubdue every 
lofty Imagination, which might in- 
juriouſly betray us into the Paths of 
Sin. To fear, is to have a due Con- 
ception of an exalred Obedience, a 
reverential Eſteem for each Divine 
Perfection reſident in the Almighty ; 
it is to extend our Thoughts, to en- 
large our Underſtandings, to exerciſe 
each Faculty of the Soul, to exalc 
each Conception of the Mind into

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the higheſt Opinion, into the moſt 
refined Sentiments of the Deity, In 
ſhort, it is abſolutely 


I. Firff, To fear God, And, 
+ Hts Secondly, To honour the King. 


I. And Firſt, To fear God: We 
muſt fear him in ſuch a Senſe, in ſuch 
a Manner, and under ſuch Reſtric- 
tions, as he hath been graciouſly pleaſed 
to appoint; we muſt fear him ac- 
cording to the Primitive Intent of his 
own poſitive Declarations, and we 
muſt neither add nor diminiſh from 
the abſolute Qrdinances of the Divine 
Command plainly fer forth in Scrip- 
ture, which as written for our Learn- 
ing, as our Guide, Director, and 
Privy Counſellor; we muſt obſerve 
the Tenor - of cach Doctrine, and 
weigh in the equitable Balance each 
Scriptural Advice; we muſt not re- 
gard the fond Legends of Men, 5 

e 
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the Traditions of God; we muſt 


not obſerve Superſtitious Ceremonies, 
and ridiculous Cuſtoms, / whether the 
Inventions of the Jeu, the Gentile, 
or the Papiſt; we are to collect the 
Rule of our Faith from the Autho- 
rity of Chriſt and his Apoſtles; and 
we are entirely and ſolely to confide 
in their Directions, in every Part, in 
every Point of Religious Worſhip; 
We are to worſhip the Father. in Spirit 
and in Truth ; © we are to' pleaſe God 
rather than Men; and to ſuffer no 
Innovations in Chriſtianity, Which 
are conducive to no good End; an 
he that preaches any other Doctrine than 
what ye haue received, let him be Ana- 
thema, or accurſed. We are not to 
do as the Athenians of Old did, nor 
as the Egyprians, not as the Philiſlines, 
nor as the Jews, nor as the antient 
Romans, nor with the modern Ones, 
to fill our Temples with Images and 
Idols. Theſe lat parronize the an- 
tient Superſtition, they feed on Error, 


and

and drink Iniquity like Water. The 
Practices and Ceremonies of the Ro- 
mi Church are abſolutely contra- 
dictory to Reaſon, and repugnant to 
Senſe : What a Folly is their Incenſe, 
and a eſt their Holy Water ? The 
one only adminiſters to blacken the 
Faces of their Images, the other only 
ſerves to keep clean the Outſide, when 
the Internals are moſt ſcandalouſly 
polluted: Their llluminations and their 
Wooden Divinities are abſurd and 
phantaſtical; and their Offerings of 
Gold, Tiſſues, and Pearls, to the Shrines 
of their tutelar Statues, are vain and 
idolatrous. The Adoration of Images, 
either in Painting or in Sculpture, or 
indeed in any other Repreſentation 
whatever, is contrary to the Principles 
of Revealed Religion, is heatheniſh 
and blaſphemous; it is a Pagan Su- 
perſtition, and an Antichriſtian Ado- 
ration; ſuch Worſnhip doth not con- 
ſiſt in any real or ſubſtantial Acts of 
Piery or Devotion, but in external 
Pageantry,

Pageantry, in Foppery and Show; 
it is the ſame Reſpect as was formerly 
practiſed and given by the Antients to 
their Dœmons and inferior Deities; 
nay, ſo monſtrouſſy groſs is the Ido- 
latry of Rome, that even the Founder 
of a common Monaſtry ſhall be in- 
rolled in the Lifts of their Saints, 
who, when alive, was a very Devil ; 
and ſo numerous are- their Saints, 
that notwithſtanding the Number of 
their Churches, not they, nor even 
Rome itſelf, can contain the Titles and 
Panegyricks of the abominable Im- 
poſtors, ſo exceedingly ate they mul- 
tiplied and enlarged, Surely this is 
not to fear, or to magnify his glorious 
Name, when the Creature receives, 
though ir is impoſſible to participate 
of the Tribute due to the Creator; 
when inſenſible Clay is placed in the 
Room of Omnipotence; when Wood 
and Stone, Things material and inani- 
mate, are ſubſtituted in che Place of 
immateri il Eſſence of Self creative 
e Power

Power and Exiſtence ; indeed this 
brings a lucrative Advantage to the 
Prieſt, ſuch Pecuniary Advantages, that 
the Romiſh Clergy will not part with it, 
though many of them are wiſe enough 
to believe the contrary themſelves ; 
yet, like Demetrius the Silverſmith, in 
Atts the 19th, they will raiſe a Re- 
bellion to favour their own Cauſe; 
becauſe he made Silver Shrines, or little 
Images, for Diana, which. brought no 
mall Gain unto the Craftſmen, whom 
he called together, with the Workmen of 
like Occupation, and ſaid, Sirs, we 
know that by this Craft we have our 
Wealth: However, ue ſee and hear, 
that not alone at Epheſus, but almoſt 
throughout all Aſia, this Paul bath per- 
ſuaded, and turned away much People, 
ſaying, T hat they be not Gods which 
are made with Hands ; ſo that not only 
this our Craft is in Danger to be ſet at 
nought, but alſo that the Temple of the 
great Goddeſs Diana Hould be de ſpiſed, 
and her Magnificence ſcould be deftroyed, 


whom 
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whom all Aſia and the whole World 
wor ſhippeth. And when they heard theſe 
Sayings, they were full of 2 rath, and 
cried but, ſaying, Great it the Diana 
of the Epheſians: And the whole City 
was filled with Gonfuſion. Deluded 
et up ! who follow empty Sounds; 
and believe the molt incoherent Ab- 
ſurdities. But is it poſſible, that In- 
finity can be circumſcribed to fo ſmall 
a Space as what an Idol comprehends, 
or fills up? Is that Power which has 
no Boundaries, which has no Limits, 
that holds Rivers in one Hand, and. 
Mountams in the other, that rides | 
the WW imgs of the Wind, to be confined 
to local, particular local Exiſtence, 
and to Time? No, ſurely z he that 
made both Exiſtenee and Time, has 
an abſolute Command over both: 
He that has the whole Heavens for hit 
Throne, and the whole Earth for hit 
Foorflool, will ſcaree ſuffer himſelf to 
be acted on by Creatures of his own 


* The Ways of God are 
3 incom- 
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incomprehenſible; How then ſhall we 
make a Similitude, Likeneſs of the 
Majeſty of God? Or, as Iſaiah ſays, 
To whom then will ye liken God? Or 
what Likeneſs will you compare unto 
him? The Workman melteth a graven 
Image, and the Goldſmith ſpreadeth it 
over with Gold, and caſteth Silver Chains. 
It is he that ſitteth upon the Circle of the 
Earth, and the Inhabitants thereof are 
as Graſhoppers ; that ffretcheth out the 
Heavens as a Curtain, and ſpreadeth 
them out as a Tent to dwell m. We 
ſhould think it a moſt difficult Task, 
ſhould a Mite undertake to form the 
Appearance, the ſimulat Qualities of 
a Man; and it is infinitely more ſtrange, 
that a Man ſhould preſumptuouſly un- 

dertake to create Fs Maker: Foraſ- 
much then as we are the Off-ſpring of 
God, me are not to think that the God- 
head is like unto Gold, or Silver, or 
Stone graven by Art, or Man's Device. 
If we would fear God, and reverence 
his Sacred Majeſty, let us obey his 


Com mand- 


Sh 
Commandments, for they are not 
grievous, but are founded on the in- 
variable Laws of Equity and Truth. 
Let us not direct our Petitions, as 
the old Atheniant did, to the unknown 
God; but, to the one only true God, 
and indiviſible Being. Let us not be 
guilty of Idolatry, Paganiſm, and Su- 
per ſlition; for however vain · glorious 
the Church of Rome may be, it may 
be juſtly ſaid of her, that her Prieſts 
have given more Deities, or Saints to 
the Heavens, than ever the Aſtrono- 
mers have added Monſters to the Skies. 
But to leave the Idolatry of Images, 
and the Adoration of Saints and Re- 
licts, which the Romanifts are moſt 
notoriouſly guilty of, let us conſider 
and give a little Attention to their 
ſpurious Doctrine of Tranſubſlantiation, 
a Doctrine in itſelf at once impious, 
and contrary to our Senſes; to force 
dhe Belief of which muſt be the greateſt 
Affront that can be offer d co a ſenſible 
Man. We may as well admit all Con- 
nt C 2 traditions,

tradictions, and ſay, that Fire can 
drown, or Mater burn. How would 
it ſound in the Heatheniſh Parts of the 
World, in China, or Japan, that the 
Chriſtians in Europe believe indeed in 
the true God, and in the Miracles of 
Feſus Chriſt ;- and aſſertain, that Christ 
is the very Son of God, begotten of 
the Father before the Foundations of 
the World; that this Saviour of the 
Chriſtians, and of the whole World 
beſides of true Believers, ſhould: by 
the Roman Catholicks be worſhipp'd un- 
der rhe ſpecious Appearances of Bread 
and Wine; that the Elements of 
theſe two Creatures ſhould be tranſ- 
muted, and metamorphoſed into the 
real Body and Blood of  Chrift, and that 
theſe —— ſhould actually change 
their Natures, their natural Qualicics, 
= become a God, by a few Words 
. Fe by a Prieſt? This 
d certainly, by the moſt idola- 
vs Pagan, be wh upon as in- 
Foherens Jargon, and downright Non- 


ſenle, 
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ſenſe. To believe the Intention of 
the Lord's Supper in its primitive In- 
ſtitution, is to aſſert, that its 
was only a Cummemoratian of the Death 
and Safferings of — 
again; this is our Communion, 2 

this is the abſolute M of. the 
Sacrament of the Church of England; 
che other Opinion is nothing but a 
fond Etror of Napery: This is not, 
ſurely, to fear God, or to keep his 
Commandments. To avoid therefore 
the Fallacy» of ſuch Ergor, and the 
Superſtition of ſuch Bigotry, and that 
wwe may wotſbip the Father in Spirit and 
in Truth, and fo conſequently fear him 
in the moſt elevated, in the molt ex- 
alted Manner, let us paſs over num- 
berleſs other Vanities of Ramiſs. Tenets, 
too groſs to admit of Argument or 
Diſpute. It is ſufficient juſt to give 
a Specimen of that Religion, the Ab- 
horrence of which every good Man 
ſhould carry with him in his Breaſt 


ance; 
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ance; a Rebellion calculated to intro: 
duce Popery, and Arbitrary Power to 
make us the Dupes of Rome, and the 
Vaſſals of France, To avoid therefore 
the Impoſition of ſuch a Religion, ir 
behoves every wiſe Man to exert him- 
felf in the Cauſe of true Holineſs, and 
native Liberty; and particularly it be- 
hoves all Magiflrates, who are, in De- 
legation of: the Supreme Authority, 
obliged, both by Duty and by Oath, 
to ſuppreſs the Growth of all Diſor- 
ders, whether Eccleſiaſtical, or Civil; 
and to put thoſe Laws in Execution 
which ate the Safeguard of our Con- 
ſtitution both in Church and State, 
that they who have not the Frar of 
God before their Eyes, who foment 
unnatural Diſcord, or raiſe Rebellion 
amongſt us, may be brought to con- 
dign Puniſement. The half-faced Fa- 
vourers of theſe Times, who would 

ull don the Church of Chriſt, ſhould 
xe thoroughly watched; we ſhould 
have no Sneakers, who in Time of 


Peril

Peril dare not vindicate the Goſpel 
of Cbriſt; we ſhould act like Men of 
Revolution Principles, and not be in- 
timidated by the vain Hopes of out 
Adverſaries, or affrighted by their ima» 
ginary Succels ; this will effectually 
aboliſh their Schemes, and diſconcert 
their Meaſures, 5b 


Come we next to the Second Part 
of our incumbent Duty, which is, 
II. To honour the King. Little need 
be urged on this Head, and indeed 
ſcarce is there Occaſion for any men- 
tion of our Duty and Loyalty in theſe 
Days of publick Danger, when the 
whole Kingdom breaths Affection to 
the Throne; to a King who is an in- 
dulgent Father to his People, whoſe 
Security and Safety are His peculiar 
Care, and the End of His Actions 
and Deſigns. Each County ſtrives 
to emulate and rival each other in du- 
tiful Addreſſes, and in liberal Con- 
tributions: Theſe flow from generous 
| | Principles, 
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Principles, and from a due Senſe of 
our own Felicity under a mild and 
gentle Adminiſtration. Our Religion, 
our Rights and Liberties, as Engliſb- 
men, call upon us to aſſiſt and ſupport 
the King ; a King who makes no In- 
fringement on our Conſtitution; un- 
der whom our Properties are ſecured, 
and our Rights are maintained, main- 
fained at the Hazard of the Blood 
Royal, in the Perſon of the Dule, 
the Darling of the Soldiery, and 
the People, the faithful Copy of 
his Father's Bravery. To ſupport 
the Crown, and thereby to honour 
the King, is to ſupport ourſelves” in 
our Immunities and Privileges. To 
defend a Proteſtant King, is to defend 
the Proteſtant Religion; to guard 
which, is to ſecure the moſt invalua- 
ble, the moſt ineſtimable of Bleſſings: 
For were a Popiſh Prince to reign over 
us, we ſhould ſoon have an Impor- 
tation of Saints and Reliffs, of Trum-

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pery and Show. Idolatry would im- 
mediately be eſtabliſhed 5 the Hoff, 
with a Train of Monks, would ſoon 
fill our Metropolis. He would ſoon 
plant the four Weed of his own Re- 
ligion, and eradicate ours, and ſub- 
ject us to the Slaviſh Principles of 


Arbitrary Power: The Flood-gates of 


Confuſion would be flung open to 
overwhelm us, and the deep Waters of 
the Proud would go even over our Souls, 
This would inevitably be the Caſe; 
this certainly would be our miſerable 


Situation: It is this, added to French. 


Pride, and a Thirſt of Univerſal Sway, 
that threatens us with an Invaſion, 
with the landing of Foreign Forces, 
France wants our Vaſlalage, our Ho- 
mage, and Obedience, What tri- 
umphal Arches would ſhe erect ! How 
great the Protuſion of her Trophies 
at the Conqueſt of this happy {ſle ! 
She -labours ro reduce us to Extremi- 
ties, by aiding and aberting a Rebel. 
lion, and to run Forces on us to con- 

| D quer 
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quer us, in favour of an abjured Pre- 
tender, a Pretender abjured by the moſt 
lolemn Deprecations and Oaths, who 
would beno more than a nominal King, 
but a real Tool and Slave to France : 
We ſhould then labour in the Hive, 
without feeding on the Honey; the 
Produce of this fruitful Britiſh Soil 
would then enrich her, whilſt our own 
Natives would be reduced to Miſery, 
and Want : We ſhould be plundered 
and pillaged of our Valuables ; Papifts 
would fill all publick Places of Truſt, 
and become the Privy Council of the 
Nation; then would our Princes. be 
bound in Chains, and our Nobles 
with Links of Iron; Right would be 
deſtroyed, and Property become an 
empty Name; the Sound would be 
lefr, but the Subſtance would be done 
away: Our Princes, our Nobles, our 
Senators, all Degrees and Diſtinctions, 
all Orders and Denominations of Men 
mult taſte Univerſal Miſery, If Ex- 
amples ſhould be wanting to ſhew that 
we 
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ve ought to honour the King, and to 
reverence the preſent Conſtitution, let 
us conſider Popi/h Treachery and Cru- 
elty in a true Light: Let us call to 
Mind the Gunpowder Plot, the Fire of 
London, and the Maſſacre m Ireland ; 
conſult the Reign of Queen Mary, and 
you mult abhor and deteſt the Papal 
Toke, a Yoke our Fathers could never 
endure, and we mult never ſubmit to. 
To honour the King, we mult remem- 
ber the Obligations we are under. The 
Oaths to the Crown are of a mutual, 
of a reciprocal Obligation, equally 
binding and obligatory : The Corona- 
tion Oath is the Barrier of our Li- 
berties Eccleſiaſtical and Civil: The 
Oath of Allegiance is purely the Re- 
ſult, the Conlequence of the former; 
the Subject ſwears Fidelity to the 
Prince, the Prince the Protection of 
the Subject; the Subject is protected 
by che Prince, and the Prince is guard- 
ed by the Subject; the Subject does 
not invade the Prerogatives of the 

D 2 Crown, 
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Crown, nor is the Crown ſuffered to 
infringe the Privileges of the People. 
Happy Country! Happy Situation, 
where the Prince and People are fo 
uniformly blended ; where the Prince 
murmurs not at the Liberty of the 
Subject, nor the Subject repines at 
the Prerogative of the Prince: This 
is the Happineſs of a limited Monar- 
chy, this the Bleſling of the Britiſh 
Government. But let us ſuppoſe, that 
the young Italian Deſperado, with his 
Levee of Scotch Proſtitutes and Bravos, 
ſhould ſucceed, what muſt be the Con- 
ſequence of ſuch a Revolution? Muſt 
not Anarchy uſurp the Seat of Roy- 
alty 2 Muſt not wild Confuſion be 
ſubſtituted in the Place of Order > And 
muſt not arbitrary deſpotick Power be 
introduced in the Room of limited 
Government? And muſt not our 
Conſtitution both in Church and State 
feel a fatal, an irreparable Blow? The 
Landed Intereſt will be loſt, Publick 
Credit will be deſtroyed, our Com- 
panies 
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panics will be ruined, the Sinking Fd, 
on which ſo many Families depend 
for daily Subſiſtence, will be wiped 
out, the grand Repoſitories of our 
Publick and Private Treaſure will in- 
evitably be exhauſted, to repay foreign 
contracted Debts; new Exactions muſt 
be raiſed, double Taxes will enſue; 
new Schemes, new Levies mult be 
found, to ſatisfy the Avarice of Rome, 
and the exorbitant Demands of France. 
Their Tool, their Bubble, if He carries 
His Point, muſt pay His Debts of 
Honour, and reimburſe thoſe: lar 
Arrears in which He ſtands indebted, 
only borrowed at the Intereſt of a 
ten. fold Advantage, only lent on Eng- 
land as a ſuppoſed Mortgage of the 
Pretender's Indefeaſible Right, and He- 
reditary Eſtate. But what Right has 
He to theſe Realms, againſt the Con- 
ſent of the whole Nation, a few only 
excepted, who are Men of deſperate 
Fortunes, and abandon d Principles? 
What! ſhall our native Freedom, for 

| which 
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which Thouſands and ten Thouſands 
of our Anceſtors have ſtrewed the 
Field of Battle, be eradicated, and 
torn from us? Shall our Liberties, 
the Admiration and Envy of all the 
World, be balely ſacrificed 2 Shall Eng- 
land, the Garden of Plenty and Scar 
of Happineſs, be plundered by a Ban- 
ditti ot Scorch. Intruders, and French 
Invaders ?. Shall our Religion, that 
clear Stream of unſpotted Purity, be 
polluted by Papal Superflition and Ido- 
latry. ? Shall we be burthened with 
Peters Pence, and Popifþ Exattions ? 
Shall our Eſtates be confiſcated 2 Shall 
the Inquiſition be ſuffered to torture 
and torment ? Shall Smithfield Fires 
be kindled again? Shall blind Zeal 
and ignorant Bigotry inſſave us? Shall 
the Engl; Clergy, the wiſeſt and molt 
humane- in the known World, be 
driven into other Countries, leſs happy 
than their own, to ſeek Security and 
Shelter? No; rather let us Die like 
Men, like Proteſtants, like Cullen, 

than 
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than Live like Slaves: Then Hall ax 
be delivered from the Bondage of Car- 
ruption, into the glorious Liberty of the 
Children of God: Death is more eligt- 
ble than Life on ſuch Conditions. Lee 
us, therefore, my Brethren, put on the 
whole Armour of God, that we may be 
able to fland againſt the Miles of the 
Devil; againſt the Stratagems of the 
Grand Deceiver; againſt the Subtilties 
of Popery, and the Masks of Deceit, as 
the Devil often transforms himſelf into 
an Angel of Light, to gain Aſſociates 
and Fellow-labourers in the Works 
of Darkneſs, ſuch as the Church of 
Rome abounds with; Fefuits, Domi- 
nicans, Franciſcans, Friars ; compli- 
cared Monſters in Variety of Shapes.

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their inſidious Inſinuations; theres 
fore the Apoſtle bids us take the whole 
Armour of God, that we may be able 
zo fland in the evil Day; and having 
done all, to ſtand; to make a vigorous 
Defence, a noble Stand againſt our 
Spiritual Enemies. Stand therefore, 
having your Loins girt about with Truth, 
having on the Breaft-plate of Righte- 
ouſneſs ; above all, taking the Shield of 
Faith, wherewith ye ſhall be able to 
quench all the fiery — of the Wicked, 
and take the Helmet of Salvation, and 
the Sword of the Spirit, Thus com- 
pleatly armed, let us engage our Ene- 
mies; thus accoutered, what can hurt 
us? The Battle is not ours, but God's. 
Let us but fear God, and honour his 
Subſlitute the King, and the Hand of 
Heaven ſhall fight for us; our Ad- 
verlaries ſhall feel the Weight of his 
Almighty Vengeance, for he hath not 
lifted the Sword in vain ; and this his 
favourite Church ſhall ſee the loving 


Kindneſs of the Lord, Let us depend 
upon 
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upon God for his Aſſiſtance and De- 


fence, and honour the King ; then may 


we be happy in ſuch Security, fafe 
in ſuch Confidence ; our Church 
ſhall be triumphant, and bid Defi- 
ance to all Her Enemies, and the 
Gates of Hell ſhall never prevail againſt 
Her; though our Enemies ſhoot out their 
Arrows, even bitter Word:; whilſt we 
ſhall rejoice, and ſay, God ave the 
King, and preſerve the Religion, and 
the Liberties of England.
